The Jury and S. J. Bush Lynch- 


ing— Three Men Held 


to Answer. 


From 2u<*cttiy'8 


This morning the inquisition in the 


Bush lynching case was resumed by 
Coroner Bendure and the jary pursuant 
to adjournment. 
A number of witnesses 


testified, the evidence being as follows: 


I. E. Mills testified; am prosecuting 


attorney for Macon county. 
The first 


information I had tbttt the man Bueh 
had reen apprehended was hbont halt 
past 10 o'clock a, m. on the day he was 
brought to jail. I wae trying a case in 
'Squire Hammer's court, when an officer,|I 
think Officer Miller informed me that 
Bush had been caught. 
Shortly 
after- 


ward I learued of his having been put in 
jail. As soon as I got through the case 
I was trying I went to Marshal Mason's 
office where I met Mr. Britton and C. M. 
Fletcher and two or three other people 
from Mr. Zion and Marshal 
Mason, 


They gave me 11 history of the capture 
and of bringing him to Deoatur by 
Bement in order to avoid the possibility 
of trouble out at Mt. Zion and I com' 
mended them for their discretion m the 
matter. 
We then 
talked 
over the 


penalties provided for such offenses os 
Bush's. I told them if he was guilty of 
rape he could be sent to the penitentiary 
for life and that I had no doubt that if 
the people would allow the law to take 
its course he would receive the 
full 


penalty. The boys talked about some 
trouble they had with one of the mem- 
bers 
of 
the 
party, 
young 
Eli 


Ullery, who insisted on bringing him 
throngh Mt. Zion 
and telegraphing 


the people they were coming, but thai 
they had overcome his proposition, and 
that he thereupon left them at Sullivan. 
They said they had entertained fears ol 
having trouble at Bement or Sangamon 
on their way with the prisoner. I talked 
with them abaut the necessity of allow- 
ing the Jaw to take its course, urging 
that it was their duty as good citizens to 
return to Mt. Zion Bod counsel the peO' 
pie theie to allow the law to take its 
course, and if the officers in the prosecu- 
tion of the case did not perform tbeir 
duty, it would then be time enough tc 
resort to extreme measures. 
They al 


Beamed to agree with me, and when we 
parted, while possibly no direct promises 
were made, it was my understanding 
that this policy was to be carried out 


nd some of the parties promised thai 
•hen they went home if there were any 
igns of any organization being formfic 
or mob purposes, they would let me 
now. I noticed the crowd about th< 
ail during the afternoon, and minglec 
with it some; it seemed to be very good' 


Mured and principally composed of per 
ons who were there through curiosity 
pparently not desiring that anything 
ke a lynching should pass by withon 
eeing it. I heard no one expressing a 
esire to engage in such violence 
ame down town about seven o'clock 
n the evening, and there was a sen 
lemau who came in from Mt. Zion 
DO the 7 o'clock train and told me tha 
is far as he could see there was no ef 
ort being made to organize a mob an 
while he was not able to speak positively 
t was bis judgement there would not be 
_ then hud a consultation in my 
offic 


with Marshal Mason and Deputy Sher 
ft Midkitf and frum what we each hac 
ipard, we were of the opinion that n 
effort would be made that night at leas 
0 break the jail. I told them, however 
that every precaution ought to be taken 
»nd that in my judgment, while I di 
not propose to dictate a policy to them 
that if a mob was organized they woulc 
attempt to get into the jail by forcing 
,he men that held possession of tbe key 
-o surrender them and thut in order t 
avoid such an entrance, it would be bes , 
,o put an armed guard m the corridor, 
ock all the doors and deliver them the 
seys 
This suggestion was msde not 


only to keep the keys away from any 
possible mob, but I was satisfied that B 
proper guard on the inside of that corri- 
dor could defend that jail against any 
mob that might come in tnere and that 
,f the guards on the outside should be 
overcome and the outer door be broken 
open, those on 
the 
inside 
would 


bave the ability to defend 
the inner 


door. This suggestion was concurred in 
by 
both Mason and 
Midkiff 
and 
1 understood would be carried oat striot- 
ly. I went to the jail about 9 o'clock and 
tonnd this plan was being carried oat 
and that there were 6 or 8 in the corridor 
st that time, and, as I understood, sworn 
in as deputies. I then talked to a num- 
ber of persons, among them Mr. Paris, 
the present foreman of the grand jury, 
Marshal MBEOD, W. \V. Foster and Sev- 
ern! others, and, eo far n= I could learn, 
no one anticipated au assault upon the 
jail. It began to nun aril the crowd be- 
gan to disperse, B num* <-r, however, lin- 
gering around; w»nt houie about 10:30 
o'clock, telling Deputy MHkiff before I 
left that while I hud nu fear of any trou- 
ble if it did come t < do everything in his 
power to protect the prisoner find to call 
me by 'phone. About 2:30 o'clock I re- 
ceived a '"phone" message from bim to 
the effect that the mob was here and that, 
they were battering down the doors. I 
told him in reply to defend the jail at all 
hazards. He said he and Mason and 
their force had been overcome and could 
Uo nothing. 
My reply was do everything 


you can. I dressed and got to the jail 
HS q'lickly os I could ; had to walk. When 
1 got to the court honse, on the infor- 
mation apparently that they had gained 
entrance to the prisoner, the ontside 
crowd was cheering. There WHS great 
excitement and a great mncy people on 
the street when I came up. The first 
man I met. that I now remembsr I recog- 
nized was Charles Scott of Mt.^Zion. 
I 


said to him: This 19 an outrnge; who are 
the leaders of this mob? He replied, SB 
he walked along with me, I don't know. 
I replied to him, I'll find ont. 
1 then 


went to the marshal's office and those 


'ho had been in hia office were rushing 
ast 
through the 
corridor 
of 
tbe 


ourt house to tbe 
jail. They were 


hen taking Bush from tha jail. I im- 
mediately went around to the north'side 


f the court house and saw the mob eurg- 
ng through the street, coming np weBt 
oward the corner of Wood and Water 
treets. I oonld not see the prisoner, as 
16 seemed to be surrounded by a great 
rowd. I then went to the jail where I 
earned that Marshal Mason had been 
nrt, and I thought then seriously. After 
alking a moment with him about his 
njury I made inquiry as to what effort 
lad been made by those in the corridor 
0 defend the jail, and was informed by 
,wo at least who had been on guard in 
jhe corridor that they had done nothing, 
and the reason they had done nothing 
was that they had been covered with 
hot-guns by the mob from the east win- 
dow. At that time the officers had given 
np all fnrther effort to protect the pris- 
oner. Word was then brought in that 
,he negro was hanged and dead. I then 
;elepboned the facts to Coroner Bendure. 


After having made the foregoing state- 


ment the foreman of the jury asked Mr. 
Mills if be identified anyone engaged in 
,he hanging to which he replied: 


I did not recognize any person who 


seemed to be taking an active part in the 
langing. I was not in the crowd at the 
,ime the hunging took place. 
After 


.he hanging 
Charles Scott of 
Mt. 


Zion, came tomein thejail andBaid,"Mr. 
Mills, Vest was the leader of the mob and 
on could not blame him very mnoh." I 


do not remember that I made any reply. 


W. J. Sloat testified: 
I live on the 


corner of State and Wood streets; am a 
tinner by trade but am not following it 
now. 
I was on the street the night of 


;he lynching in front of the jail, from 
ibout 7 o'olook p. m. to about 10:30 p. m. 
[ saw the crowd that was gathered, went 
home f»t the last hour stated and went to 
Bed. I was awakened by a loud noise 
about 2;30 o'olook that night—the noise 
of yelling and pounding on something. 
1 got up and looked ont of the second 
story window and heard some one Bay, 
"they have got him, bring him this way." 
The crowd then moved west. 
I then 


dressed and came down stairs and went 
over with the crowd to eee what, was 
going on. 
The first thing I saw was 


some one on the pole at the Opera House 
corner und heard someone say "shoot 
him." 
I was at the court house corner. 


I also heard some one say "the rope has 
broken" and also beard some one s«y "tie 
it and hand it up again." I was not close 
enough to see any one engaged ia the 
hanging except the man who was on the 
pole and I did not know him. 
I don't 


think I saw more than one man on the 
pole. I was not near the pole until Ben- 
dnre and Leech came up after the roan 
was dead. I am doing what I can get 
to do. I worked a while this spring at 
Whitnier'a brick yard; there is no other 
man of my name in the town; I saw a 
hack at tbe lynching bnt did not know 
any one on the back. 


Edward Weingarten testified: I am a 


bartender; live in Deoatnr; saw the hang- 
ing of Bush; was first on the the Opera 
House corner until about 1:30 
when I 


went home and went to bed. About 2:30 
o'clock heard yelling and ponnding in 
the jail and came 
DP to the jail, 


bnt 
could 
see 
nothing 
bnt 
a 


orowd of people. I soon heard them say, 
"they have got him" and I went over to 
the Brunswick Hotel corner and remain- 
ed there until the lynching was finished. 
I recognized no one engaged in the hang- 
ing nor any one on the hack. 


The coroner reported three subpceias 


returned by the sheriff, "witnesses not 
found." They were Henry Cole, Albert 
Butler and Robert Green. 


There oeing ro further witnesses the 


question of adjournment came up and 
was discussed by the different members 
of the jury. Some favored adjournment 
until to-morrow in order to secure the 
attendance of witnesses. At this sug- 
gestion 
another member stated that 


judging from their experience if an ad- 
journment were taken for four week they 
would not have the witnesses. 


Attorney Mills here stated that the 


three witnesses reported as not found 
are three colored man who came to his 
office of their own accord and reported 
to him that W. J. Sloat was one of the 
men they recognized on the pole at the 
time of the lynching, and yet the sub- 
pcenashave been returned "not found," 
while Sloat, who is charged with haying 
been on the pole, is present and testifies. 
Why that should be BO seems strange, to 
say the least. It could hardly be ex- 
pected, if he were guilty of of what he is 
reported to have done, that he would 
confess it before the jury. 


Coroner Bendnre stated that he would 


have to hold another inquest at one 
o'olook but he thought he oonld get 
throngh BO ae to meet the jnry in this 
case at 4 o'clock; and an adjournment 
until 4 o'clock WBB thereupon taken. 


From Wcanceaa\i t Daily 


Coroner Bendure and the jury got 


throngh with ths Samuel J. Bush lynch- 
ing caes laet evening, when they con- 
ferred together and brought in a verdict 
to this effect: 


"We find that Samuel J. Bneh came to 


his death by banging at the hands of » 
mob, on the morning of Jnne 3, and that 
the crime was participated in by Charles 
Britton, Thomas Atterberry, 
William 


Vest, and others whose names the jurors 
have not been able to a.-oertain. Tbe 


i jury farther recommends that the per- 
' none named be held for the action of tbe 


grand jury."

CLOSING EVIDENCE. 


Tue jury met at 4 o'clock in the after- 


noon, pursuant 
to adjournment, and 


heard evidence KB follows: 


A. E, Guytonjsworn: Live in Decatur, 


and am a reporter on tn* HcraM-De- 
simtcli, I WB-3 in the reception room at 
the jdil about 2 o'clock on the night of 
the hanging. I could hear them at work, 
but could not see who were engaged in 
breaking down tbe doore. I remained 
within the jail until the negro was taken 
out. Saw tbe hanging; did not know 
any one who touched the negro except 
tbe doctors, when they examined him 
after Bash had been hanged. I was tin- 


der the arc light at the time Bush was 
pulled np; did not see any one engaged 
in the act o* tying Bush's feet or hands. 
I know Walter Parker, and BBW him 
there that night; spoke to him iu the 
residence portion of the jail, but I did 
not see him again. 
J. W, Williamson sworn: Live in De- 


catnr, and am a member of the police 
force. 1 saw the hanging of the negro, 
Bush; I recognised Britton and Atter- 
berry in the crowd who demanded ad- 
mission to the jail. I think Britton was 
the man who need the crowbar on the 
outer door; I was in the oonrt house when 
the assault was made inside the jail. 
I do not know any one of the parties en- 
gaged in the work except the ones named 
above. Britton was helping to bring 
Bush ont of the jail. 1 did not recog- 
nize anyone else. I was at the Bruns- 
wick hotel corner the greater portion of 
the time. I saw Britton and Vest lift 
Bush up on to the top of the carriage. I 
think the hack belonged to Epler and 
was driven by a man named Vanqnlasb. 
Vanqalash was not on the seat first, but 
when some one else got on to drive the 
team Vanqnlash sprang up and said he 
oonld manage his own team and took the 
lines from the stranger, 


[Here Col. Anderson and Dr. Heil en- 


gaged in qnite an amnaing discussion as 
to who owned the hack, who drove it and 
who held the lines.] 


I think Dave Levy was the man who 


mounted the hack and from whom Van- 
quish took the lines. I did not know 
anyone who did the cheering. Levy had 
an old hat on and wore a dark overcoat 
or ulster. He was on the hack. He was 
the only one who apparently attempted 
to conceal his identity, but of this I am 
not certain. 


It will be noticed that the form of the 


verdict does not order the arrest of either 
Britton, Atteberry or Vest. 
The jury- 


men before signing the verdict dieonssed 
that point at some length. 
It was held 


by the majority of tne jnry that there 
was no necessity of issuing a warrant 
the parties earned were not likely to rnn 
off, and besides the grand jury would no 
doubt speedily return indictments and 
then the parties would be arrested. The 
grand jury will take up the lynching case 
without further delay and give it 
thorough investigation. 
8uoh was the 


special instruction of Judge Vail and no 
donbt the jury will examine as many 
witnesses as they can find. Until the 
jury makes its report to the court and 
arrests, if any are ordered, are made 
there will be no further information to 
give in the case. 


It is gratifying to the many friends ol 


Eev. T. A. Parker and his family to learn 
that Walter Parker had no active part in 
the hanging. At a former sitting of the 
jury it was represented that Wal'er had 
participated in the affair by tying tbe 
hands of the negro behind his bank, anc 
the name of Erekine Qoyton waa sub- 
mitted as a witness to the act. But Mr 
Gnyton was on the stand in the presence 
of the jury under oath and testified tha' 
he did not see young Parker anywhere 
near the point where the negro 
hanged. 
He only saw him in the resi 


denoe portion of the jail, and did not see 
him anywhere else. 


A Farmer's opinion. 


"One of the most unpleasant featurei 


connected witb the recent lynching,1 


said a farmer the other day, "and tc 
which many farmers object, is the slate 
ment made by one of ths Decatnr paper 
that the farmers are not in favor of taking 
any legal notice of the affair. Thi 
means, if it means anything, that thi 
farmers of the connty are in favor of ihi 
governor, the coroner's jury, the gram 
jury, the sheriff, the state's attorney am 
the circuit judge all violating their oath 
of office to shield those who wilfully vio 
latf d the law. The farmers are the las 
people who can afford to enoonrage sue 
a departure from official duty. If oath 
may be disregarded in one class o 
offenses they may be disregarded i! 
others, and the farmer, of all classes, ca; 
least afford to take a position in exons 
of the violation of official oaths. If these 
can be condoned by the wholesale in on 
olass of offenses it may be done in an 
other case, and it would not be long nnt: 
law wonld become a farce an J the farmer 
and other honest people would have n 
protection from the violators of law 
The farmers of Maoon concty are no 
ready for such a state of things."

1:10 o'clock at her home on Sooth Broad- 
way street, of cancer, aged 63 years. 


David Martin, one of Decatnr's oldest 
nd most prominent citizens, fell dead in 
lie place of business, No. COO North 
VIorgan street, at 
11:20 o'clock this 


morning, of heart failure, caused by a 


reeeure of dropsical llaid upon that 
rgan. Though ordinarily a robust and 
trong man, about two years ago he was 
fflioted with a dropsical affection which 
Itimately made it necessary to evacuate 
tie fluid by tapping every thirty or forty 
.ays, Before his death the tapping wae 
irobably not performed ae soon as it 
hould have been. Having a good deal 
if business to look after, he had put it 
iff day by day, but this postponement, 
hough it may have caused his death, did 
iot seem to trouble him, as he was as 
well ae usual last week and yesterday 
was feeling quite well, He attended the 


irat M. E. ohnroh in the morning, 


and in the afternoon he was taken 
o the country in a carriage by E. J. 
itrader, at his own request, to see 
;he 
crops 
in 
which 
he 
showed 


[rest 
interest 
during 
the 
ride 


which covered at least nine miles. 
This 


morning he was feeling ae well as usual 
and made a business trip op to the busi- 
ness part of the city. He returned to his 
office and was attending to business Bt 
,he desk as neual. At 11:20 o'clock Isaac 
ihuff, an employee, went to the 
office 


phone to communicate with a customer 
and while doing so heard a fall, and look- 
ing around he discovered Mr. Martin 
lying on the door. He went to him at 
once, but after breathing a time or two 
He expired. The body was at once re- 
moved to the house. He exerted him- 
self a good deal this morning which may 
lave hastened his death as his physician 
s known to have frequently Qantioned 
lim against mnoh physical exertion. 


David Martin was among the older 


insiness men of Deeatnr. having taken 
up his residence here 'n 1858, although 
ie had business dealings bsre as early as 
1842. He was born in Kentucky, near 
Paris, Bourbon county, April 1, 1820. 
Aaron Martin, his grandfather, was a Vir- 
ginian, who served in the revolutionary 
war. 
James Maitin, father of the de- 


ceased, was a native of Virginia. In 1829, 
Tames moved with his family to Clarke 
county, Ind., and in 1839 to Sangamon 
county, III., settling near Rochester. He 
He died in 1857, aged 74. David Mavtin 
was the fifth of seven children by his 
father's first marriage. In 1840 he began J 
working for a man in Sangamon county, 
who was engaged in the lime buainees, 
and he remained in that business from 
tbe age of 20 years up to the time of his 
death. He began burning lime for him- 
self in 1842, and had B kiln in the north- 
west corner of Christian oqunty, 28 miles 
from Deoatnr, That was before railroads 
were in operation, and farmers had to 
haul their wheat to Springfield and 
Beardstown. Maoon county farmers, as 
early aa 1812, used toetop at tbe Martin 
kiln and get lime. In many of the earlier 
buildings pnt up in Decatur Martin lime 
was used. In 1853 Mr. Martin moved to 
Alton and engaged in the lime business 
on a very large scale. 


He bought out the leading manufac- 


turer there in 1855, and pnt np the first 
Page patent kiln ever used in that city. 
He then supplied all the principal cities 
in Central Illinois with lime, shipping as 
far south as New Orleans, and north to 
St. Paul. Edward Ulrich was his partner. 
Their sales amounted to 200,000 barrels 
a year. The financial panio of 1807 crip- 
pled the firm's business, and in 1858 Mr.

Before 
her marriage Mrs. Martin waB a Bohool 
teacher, and in her lifetime she was of 
great help to her hueband in conducting 
his business,

one eye being affected from his birth, 
and the eight of the good eye was totally 
destroyed by a hoop-pole coming in con- 
tact rfitb it. Mr. Martin WHB the father 
of four children, tnree of whom are liv- 
ing. They are Loniaa Sttader, wife of 
E. J. S'-ra^er, Edwar.-l L. Martin and 
Annie G. Martin. Lucy uied «t the Kge 
of fonr yearc. 


The death t.f David Martin, coming ts

His dealings with his fellowmen were 
scrupulously honest.

He was a member or 
Grace M. E. Church and alwiiys took 
much intereBtin its prosperity, being a 
liberal contributor also. 


He was a man remarkable in many re-

at the Decatnr depot. When he did bus- 
iness in Springfield he helped to build 
the old state bouse and hauled the stones 
for tbe pillars in the portico. He had one 
of tbe brightest memories of any man 
in Decatnr, and could recall •» ith won- 
derful precision the minnteet details of 
events in hie life.

THE EVIDENCE

W W Mason, city marshal, was sworn

Friday, Jnne 2, 18'I3 took him from the 
train to the jail, did not see the man 
after he was placed in jail, did not see 
him mobbed, knew about the mob, saw

House block where they stopped with the 
prisoner, I saw the hanging, recognized 
no one actually engaged in the hanging, 
waa about 40 feet away from where the 
prisoner was hung, and after ht> had hung 
about »ii minutes I stepped up and ei 
amined his pulse, it waa beating and con- 
tinued to beat abont wx minutes longer 
I wae not requested to do this I did it 
from a scientific standpoint, 
r John Perl, the jail turnkey, testified 
On the night of the event tho jury w in- 
quiring into I did not see the mob oom- 
ng in I was with the party on the inside 
of the oorndor of the jail, saw no one 
until door waa broken open, I saw many 
of the men before but do not know any 
of their names escept a man by the name 
of Britton, I had the keys.

tragedy, less national m character, but 
Involving- tho loss of many more lives 
and much moro hu'nian suffering, has 
Btaired the walls of the old Ford's 
thoater, Washington, in which Abra- 
ham Lincoln was assassinated by John 
Wilkes Kooth, in April, ISdo. It is a 
coincidenci', als<,, which will go into his- 
tory that this second tragedy occurred 
on the very day when the remains of the 
great tragedian, whose life was so 
darkened by hi* brother's crime, that 
he never visited Washington 
after- 


wards, were Knngluul to rest in Mount 
Auburn ermcU'ry, Mass. 


The house in which Lincoln died, on 


the other side of tho street from the 
theater where he wns shot, and which 
is still seutinientalh kept intact as it 
was that fatal night, looked down yes- 
terday upon a- seen*- ot agony, excite- 
ment and grid, which even the great 
crime of 1HJ3 could not parallel. 
And 


the horrors of the seem' were by no 
meant, lessened by the knowledge that 
a blunder, surely in this ease almost 
"worse than a crime," had caused the 
death ot from twenty to thirty persons 
at the least, and inflicted maiming-s and 
injuries upon fifty or sixty more. 


The evidence, as found 
;n oflicial 


records, appears conclusive that as 
long afl-o as 1>S5 this building, which 
the government purchased after the 
assassination, and used as an army 
museum was officially declared by con- 
gress a*i unsafe depository for even 
the inanimate skeletons, mummies and 
books of the army medical museum, 
for which a safer place of storog-e wab 
provided by aet of congress. 


But not-withstanding the fact that 


in tlie pvii>lic press mul in comjress also 
attention was called to the bulging 
walls, ite darkness and general nnsuit- 
abdlity, it continued to be used for the 
daily employment of nearly 500 govern- 
ment clerks of the pension division of 
the wa-r office. 
So the comforting as- 


6ura«ee is given that while thirty 
clerks may have been killed the pen- 
sion records are all saved and unin- 
jured. 


The building collapsed in the midst 


of at) ill-judged effort to remedy some 
of itfi defects. The moral of the disas- 
ter, if there is any, is emphasized by 
the fact that there are two government 
buildings—the printing oflicc and the 
Winder building, aa annex of the war 
department, each containing many 
morn employes than were caged in 
Ford's theater death-trap—which are 
in an equally dangerous condition. 


The hour of the disaster was very 


shortly after the departments h.id set- 
tled down for the day's, work, 
The 


workmen had begun operations, and 
these were the immediate cause of the 
catastrophe. Half an hour earlier and 
few lives would have been lost. 


Uunnnip direeth through all of the 


floors and .n the middle of the building 
was- a light wall ten feet or more long 
a-inl neurlv as many wide. The full 
urea w;us .n t'ron* of this, having a 
space of six or sevi ii feet in width un- 
disturbed on either side. The entire 
b.K k part of the building containing 
more than half of the floor space re- 
mained intact. There were many very 
narrow escapes fr< in death 
A narrow 


ro\\ of clerks whose de'-ks rested en- 
tirely upon the li'ie where the floors 
broke away saved themselves, while 
the desks at which they sat were pre- 
cipit.it* d 
down 
the 
awful 
chasm. 


Others were walking across the room 
heard an omnious sound, and stopped 
just at the ^ery threshold of death. 


When the crash came those who sur- 


vived heard a mighty scream of an- 
puUh from their comrades as they 
sank out of sight, and then groping in 
the darkness they found their way to 
safety trembling in every joint and the 
palor of death in their frees. 
No 


women were employed in the building, 
but in a few minutes after the crash 
came, the wives, mothers and daugh- 
ters of the victims began to arrive. 
Within a very few moments a hundred 
or more men, stripped for police work 
jumped into the building and began 
throwing out the wreckage in fronf 
and the floors which remained stand 
ing in the rear. Most of those who 
were taken out of the ruins were car 
ried to the Emcrge.icy hospital, and 
about 10 30 o'clock the dead and in 
jurcd begrm to arrive faster tha

Those who were the most se 


ri msly iniiired were attended to.whila 
t! e others, groaning and crying from 
the pain of broken limbs, lay limp and 
beseeching the doctors to dress then 
wounds. Shortly after the arrival oi 
the first, the crowd began to assemble 
in front of the building, many of them 


being the wives, daughters and rela- 
tives of the unfortunates. Their weep- 
ing and frantic cries were heartrend- 
ing. They greatly interfered with^the 
work of the physicians, and Dr. Kerr, 
who is in charge of the hospital, deter- 
mined to put them out. 


Load after load of the wounded, 


blinded with debris, and with limbs 
broken and maimed, were dumped at 
the door. They had to remain outslda 
for some time, as the force and facili- 
ties of the physicians were unequal to 
the emergency. As quickly as the sur- 
geons, who were shortly reinforced by 
the young men graduates of the city, 
could do so, they examined and dressed 
the wounds, and they were sent up- 
stairs to more comfortable quarters. 


Priests and ministers were soon on 


the spot, and being at once admitted, 
repaired to the cots of the injured, 
where they administered spiritual con- 
solation. 


Three men reached the hospital in a 


dyiug condition so badly injured that 
they were taken from the dressing 
room and sent to the morgue wheru 
they shortly expired. Charles S. Miller 
and" J l!rad Jones were among them, 
while the other wasayouoj man about 
30 years old. The tirst two were hor- 
ribly mutilated but the last one did not 
hear an apparent trace o£ even an 
abrasion. 


At the other hospitals and in the 


drug stores adjacent to the accident 
similar scenes were being enacted.. 


An incident of the day was the num- 


ber of clergy, who, on hearing1 of the 
disaster, flocked to the scene. 
Utterly 


regardless of their own safety they 
entered the. trailding, the rear walls of 
which were warningly bulging out, and 
ministered to the dying and injured. 
Ministers of all creeds were present. 
The hairbreadth escapes narrated by 
the survivors were numberless. 


One of the most thrilling scenes of 


the whole affair was the sight of a 
dozen men who were left in a corner 
of the third door clambering down a 
hose pipe to the ground. One of theso 
men and the tirst to get down was Mr. 
W. E. Itaime, who worked in the cen- 
ter of the third floor. The story can bo 
best told in his own words: 


"I was at my desk," he said, ''wticn 


I heard a great roar. There was no 
premonitory trembling or any kind oi 
warning; just a roar and crn^h and the 
desks and tables seemed to raise up in 
the center of the floor and them disap- 
pear in a blinding cloud of wtu*e dust 
I sprang for the -rear window and 
called to my companions to follow. 
Those who were right near roe. did so, 
anil we pained a safe place at the rear 
of the building near the windows. Wo 
were completely 
isolated, 
however, 


with no way to get down. The floor 
had sunk beneath ns in front, and the 
building was still trembling from the 
shock. We did not know wbat roinntu 
the rear of the structure would go 
down, acd stood there almost frantic. 
Then I tiumght o* a reel of fire-hose 
that I knew WOB near by. We groped 
through the blinding dcst to tbte, and 
quickly unwound it until the end 
touched the ground. Then I eoug-ht 
hold of the, hose and slid down it, 
alighting safely on the ground." 


Mr S. Dana Lincoln, wfco occupies a 


room of the Atlantic building, facing 
the re*r of the mueeom bmiidinff, gives 
a graphic account ot the scan?, lie 
wus sitting at hie desk at the tnuc of 
the giving way of the floors of the 
building. lie said he hewd a noise as 
though of dumping ot bricks in an al- 
ley 
He looked out ot his office win- 


dow and saw clouds oi du*t anting to 
he top of tho building. IrattkediatoJy 
it every window dozens oi heads pro- 
truded wildly calling1 for aaastaiice. 
It seemed ten or fifteen rrrhmtee before 
.he firemen responded with l&dilcrs, 
vhich were immediately run up to tho 
windows, In reality the time wa* only 
a few moments. The finemqn rescued 
ail those who had not etscapoithc Jump- 
ing from the windows. 


The last man taken out of the build- 


ing alive up to 12:30 was Copt, Iknvd, 
of Indiana. Ho was found noar the 
southwest 
corner of 
the building, 


covered to a depth of two or throe feet 
with brick and mortar. He had lain 
there for three hours, but a bwun had 
lodged near him in such a positron as 
to break the fall of the brick and tim- 
bers, and when lifted up he raised his 
hand showing that lie wan eimseious. 
When he was lifted into the (mi-Held 
hospital ambulance the crowd saw 
thiit he was alive anil cheered again 
and again. 


Betwcin to o'clock ard noon the am- 


bulances were kept busy 
currying 


away the dead and injured. 


All during the long hours while tho 


workmen were using all their strength 
to rescue such rvs were not pikst help, 
the mothers, sisters ami daughters of 
those that had gone down hovered 
around t hi front of the building, ami 
with -tream.ng eyes inquired of all 
whom they met for some tidings of 
their dear ones. Some could hardly be 
restrained from pushing their wayinto 
the building. 


A look into the interior tells a sick- 


ening tale of how some were t.ikcnand

pling over the brink of the broken 
floor", others stand upright, but the 
chairs which stood beside them an.i 
their occupants went down with tho 
crash. 


The president was informed of the 


sad event just as he reached the en- 
trance to the White House by one of

Grant, who came over to the White 
House b, fore noon. 
Surgeon-General 


Sternberg went at once to the scene of 
disaster upon hearing the news, as did 
Dr Alnsworth, who js the chief of the 
records and pension division.

iron. < rrant received reports from time 
to time and on those he based the hope 
and belief that the calamity would | 
prove to be less in extent than had at 


first been feared. 9e says th»t tha 
rolls showed that the full fores em- 
ployed in the building numbered 3H 
persons. A number of these were ab- 
sent on leave because of illness, so that 
probably nov, more than -400 or 450 per- 
sons were in the building when the 
crash came. Then as only half of the 
floors fell the number of persons who 
went down was further reduced and 
by those who actually escaped with 
slight injuries or without harm. 


Shortly . after midday Maj. Moore, 


chief of police, notified the surgeon iu 
charge that all of those taken from the 
rnins from that time forward would be 
sent to the United States naval hos- 
pital, where three wards had been pre- 
pared to receive the injured. 


Dr. Shannon, of the personal sfafE o< 


the surgeon-general, wus put in charge 
oi all the government medical officers, 
and every such officer was promptly or- 
dered to the scene of the accident or to 
the various hospitals. The ambulances 
of the Red Cross society rendered con- 
spicuous service. 


At the morgue the sight was one hor- 


rible to behold. The little building, 
iu which w:ts one ice cheat and a dis- 
secting table, was not 
near 
largo 


enough to hold the dead Ivodici brought 
from the wrecked building. At U:8fl 
o'clock the sixteenth dead body woj 
brought in. 


There was no one at the morgue who 


was able to identify the bodies, and so 
Supt. Sclionberger togged them with 
numbers at, they were brought in. 
Along the floor they were arranged in 
numerical order, and during the day 
thousands of persons called and viewed 
the ghastly sight The morgue was 
filled, anil then the stable was turned 
into a reception room for the bodies. 
Blanket* were spread on the tloor, and 
the bodies were laid out as respectably 
as possible under the circumstances.
